WEDNESDAY MORNING SESSION 

The 62nd Annual Session of the East Florida District S. S. 
Convention opened at 10:00 a.m. Wednesday morning, May 18, 
1932, at the Zion Orthodox P. B. Church, Cocoa, Fla., Rev. J. S. 
McClendon, pastor. 

The president being present, appointed Bro. E. Daniels to 
conduct the devotional service, after a soul stirring prayer service 
the Vice-President, Rev. O. T. Harrison lined hymn No. 400. Rev. 
S. C. Cromartie read a scripture lesson from the 8th chapter of 
Proverbs. The above hymn was sung. Then the president pre- 
sented Rev. J. E. Everett to preach the introductory sermon, alter- 
nated by Rev. R. B. Williams. The alternate lined hymn No. 73. 
Rev. Everett read the 125th Psalm, then the hymn was sung. Rev. 
Everett announced his text from St. Matt. 21:10-11; And when He 
was come into Jerusalem all the city was moved, saying, who is 
this? And the multitude said this is Jesus, the Prophet of Naza- 
reth of Galilee. Subject: Who is this Jesus? This man of 
God stirred his hearers as he preached with power and logic. Rev. 
Williams concluded by singing hymn No. 129.

Total for all enrollment was turned in the hands of the finance 
committee which amounted to $68.00. 

Next in order was the President’s Annual Address, which by 
votes of the convention, was posponed until the Local program 
Wednesday night. 

Next was election of officers. By motion of Rev. C. S. Wil- 
son all officers were elected by nomination. 

Rev. S. C. Cromartie and Rev. O. T. Harrison were nominat- 
ed president, and by the majority of votes. Rev. S. C. Cromartie 
was elected President. 

Next was Vice-President. Rev. O. T. Harrison was re- 
elected, having no opponents. 

Next was Recording Secretary. Rev. C. S. Wilson 7 iominated 
Rev. R. H. Frazier. By the majority of votes Rev. R. H. Frazier 
was elected Recording Secretary. 

Next was Finance Secretary. Rev. J. E. Everett nominated 
Sister Bernice McClendon for Finance Secretary, and she having 
no opponent, was duly elected. 

The President appointed Rev. H. R. Stevenson and Rev. 
Everett to install New officers. Rev. R. H. Frazier was brought 
forward and installed to the new office, after which the officers 
stood an expressed their graditude to the convention for electing 
them to these distinguished offices. By common consent of the 
convention recessed at 1:50 for luncheon. 

At the hour of 4:00 P. M. Rev. M. Rutland led a short devo- 
tional service, then the president arose singing: The Lord is my 
Shepherd. He announced the house open and ready for business. 
First in order was appainting of committees. First a committee 
on Divine Worship was appointed, viz: J. S. McClendon, J. E.

Mary Smith 
and Rev. R. B. Williams. 

A committee of five was appointed on Ways and Means, viz: 
Revs. N. B. Frazier, H. R. Stevenson, J. E. Everett, T. J. Abrams 
and Bro. D. A. Hall. Bro. D. A. Hall motioned that a committee 
of three be appointed on Time and Place, namely: Bro. D. A. Hall, 
Rev. C. S. Wilson, Sis. E. Staten. 

A committee of three was appointed on Transportation, viz: 
Rev. W. M. Saunders,. Sis. A. Varns, Bro. LeRoy Saunders. 

A committee of three was appointed on Deceased, viz: Revs. 
H. R. Stevenson, T. J. Abrams, and G. S. Crawford. After the 
committees were appointed, Rev. 0. T. Harrison motioned that 
the convention’s hours be from 10:00 a.m. until 1:30 p.m., and 
from 3:30 p.m. until 5:30 p.m. Same was carried. 

Rev. N. B. Frazier arose and vouched for a Bible Institute to 
be a part of the Convention daily except Sunday, By motion of 
Rev. C. S. Wilson the suggestion was received and complied with, 
and the Inst, be in session for one hour. It was carried. The 
majority voted that this Institute use the same expositor each 
day, and Rev. R, H. Frazier be the Expositor. 

Rev. G. S. Crawford motioned that a District Choir be organi* 
zed. Sis. A. M. Frazier, President. Same went into effect. 

The Committee on Divine Worship reported Rev. N. B. 
Frazier of Delray Beach, to preach Wednesday night, alternated 
by Rev. W. M. Saunders. Same was carried. 

WEDNESDAY NIGHT SESSION 

A short devotional service was led by those appointed: This 
being the night for the Local Program, hymn No. 23 was sung- 
Prayer was offered by Deacon E. Daniels, after which the Zion 
Orthodox Choir sang: There is a Fountain, etc. 

The President brought forward the Honorable Mayor of the 
City, in person of Mr. N. B. Butts, who stood as a'fi orator and 
delivered to the convention a hearty welcome and wished them a 
pleasant stay, which was enjoyed by all present.
